The red col- 
or of bricks, for example, 1s due to the 
presence of oxides of fron. Whenever 
an object molded of clay Is baked at 
the temperature of the potter's furnace 
In the presence of a magnetle field or 
influence, the otherwise homogeneous 
clay shows when cooled traces of mag- 
netism ina jnite direction, This In- 
herent magnetism {s sufficient to show 
the direction and give an {dea as to the 
intensity of the magnetizing force that 
acted while the clay was in the fur- 
nace,

Of late years the general view has 
been that the Interior of the globe, 
though partly liquid, Is for the most 
bart solid. Some have considered that 
a section through the earth would 
show the following; 

(1) An outer solid enyelope, (2) 2 
semifluid envelope, (3) a fluid envel- 
ope, (4) a smeifluid envelope, (5) a solid 
nucleus. No. 1 results from a reduced 
temperature only, No. 2 from a pres- 
sure and temperature not quite suffi- 
cient for liquidation, No. 8 from a tem- 
perature sufficiently Ligh to produce 
complete liquidation, No. 4 from a 
pressure s0 great as to prevent even 
the terrific heat which most certainly 
exists deep down In ‘the earth from 
completely liquefying the materlal on 
which It works, and No. 5 from a pres- 
sure which overcomes completely the 
liquefying power even of the max!i- 
mum heat of the Interlor. 

This pressure !s estimated to be at 
the center of the earth 7,180,593,750 
pounds to the square foot, a pressure 
60 enormous that no known substance 
could fuse beneath it. Eyen hydrogen 
at the highest possible temperature 
would under such conditions become 
as hard as a diamond. Hence It seems 
probable that, far from there being a 
vacuum at the center of the earth, 
there is a basig of intensely solid mat- 
ter there.

garrisons and of all the priests—ac- 
companied by the slaughter of other 
Honcombatants in at least some cases— 
leave Drogheda and Wexford as black 
and terrible stains on Cromwell's char- 
acter. 

Cromwell and his lieutenants put 
down the Insurrection and established 
order because they gained such sweep- 
ing victories, not because Cromwell 
made merciless use of his first victo- 
ries. It was the fightlhg of the Purl- 
tans In the Battle itself which won 
and not their ferocity after the battle, 
and it was Cromwell who not merely 
gave free rein to this ferocity, but in- 
spired it. Seemingly quarter would bave 
been freely given had it not been for 
his communds. Neither in morals nor 
In policy were these slaughters justi- 
flnble. Moreover, it must be remom- 
bered that the men slanghtered were 
entirely guiltless of the original mas- 
encres in Ulster.—Theodore Roosevelt 
iu Scribner's.

‘A new era in the Canadian cheese 
trade is about to be introduced by J. 
A, Ruddick, of the Agricultural De- 
partment. He has been in Montreal 
for some time tryiug to discover how 
to allay the deterioration which, it is 
claimed, takes place in the transpor- 
tation of cheese to the Old Country. 
He is also attempting to settle disputes 
between buyers and sellers as to the 
quality of cheese offered for export. 
Itis quite evident that some action 
should be taken respecting the boxIng 
of cheese, but just what will be neees- 
sary will be the point to decide. It 
appears that Oanadian cheese fre- 
quently arrives in England ina very 
bad condition due partly to the smash- 
ing of the cheese boxes.

New Zealand boxes are said to be 
square and strongly bound. The 
sqnare box, while wasting less space 
and consequently being more adyan- 
tageous in many ways, is thought to 
he more difflcult to handle. Besides 
this, it would occasion such «# radical 
change in factory machinery that its 
introduction milght prove diffeult. At | 
any rate Mr. Ruddick will watch the 
cheese as it passes through the port of 
Montreal, and will compare notes with 
other inspectors who will wateh it 
upon its arrival on the other side. It 
said that although the Canadian 
cheese is superior to tho New Zealand, 
it brings a lesser price in Great 
Britain owing to its deterioration 
while en route. By constant watching 
it is hoped to locate the defects in the 
manufacture as well as in the shipping 
system, aod by promptly removing 

“fhem to secure to the exporter a 
higher price.
